This presentation does 
not come from a book farmer, nor 
from a dreamer, but from a man who 
walks in the furrows and who knows 
what he is talking about. 

The lesson which Mr. Truitt thus ex- 
emplifies is one which every farmer 
should take up and apply according 
to his own surroundings. There is 
hardly a farmer in the country but 
who has the approach to some market 
or other which can give him a return 
for his labor. All that is wanting is 
the intelligence to select and the per- 
sistence to pursue. The crop during 
the past year has proyen to pbe short 
beyond all precedent, and our farm- 
ers should not permit themselves to be 
impelled into a scramble for one 
market in which they may fail, when 
there are so many other markets 
equally open to them. It is true that 
today, as we write, spot cotton stands 
quoted in New York at § 1-4, but that 
comes after the crop has practically 
left the hands of the farmers, and 
when it is in the hands of purchasers. 
The future is the only subject worth 
talking about, and the man who pro- 
vides against it, will prove to be wise 
indeed. 

As The Constitution has frequently 
declared no matter how high the price 
of cotton may eo, it will never go so 


high as to justify any farmer in relying 


upon the market for his food stuffs. 
The man who becomes dependent up- 


'on other markets for his livelihood 


but makes himself the slave of mid- 
dlemen whose sole interest is in work- 
ing out of the final purchaser all the 
profits possible. While upon this sub- 
ject, it would be well to remind our 
farmers that every promise today 
points out to high-priced provisfons 
next year, so that when the time 
comes they will find themselves at- 
tacked from a new source, and will 
learn when too late, that they should 
have kept their own lamps trimmed 
and burning.

Why South Carolina Prospers. 


Editor Constitution—I have been very much 
interested in The Constitution’s laudable ef- 
fort to account for the rapid growth of cotton 
manufacturing in South Carolina. Mr. Gon- 
zales’s letter, while interesting, as are all his 
contributicns, does not, in my pinion, show 
the real cause of this development. ‘There is 
certainly no mystery about it. This has 
come about simply from the same causes that 
always promote success in private business. 
First, the people of South Carolina and her 
capitalists had unbounded confidence fn the re- 
sources and advar.tages of their state. Sec- 
ond, the state was thoroughly and systemati- 
eally advertised. Confidence, money and ju- 
dicious advertising. will make any business 
successful. 

At the first cotton states exposition in At- 
lanta the South Carolina department of ag- 
riculture made a handsome display of the prod- 
ucts of the state. This was followed in 
1884-85, at New. Orleans, with a far more 
extensive and attractive exhibit. At the latter 
exposition, where every state and territory ex- 
cept Utah was repres=2nted, Georgia was pres- 
ent only through the bounty of the national 
government and the voluntary contributions 
of her people. While the exhibit her able com- 


| 
| missioners made was creditable to their ener- 


gy, it was necessarily only such as a limited 
appropriation could supply. This was the first 
great effort made by the south after the war 
to convince the world of her wonderful re- 
sources. Investors flocked there and naturally 
the states that made the best showing Ge- 
rived the quickest and largest benefits. The 
western states made beautiful displays of 
grains, grasses and minerals. Four of these 
states united and expended something like 
$150,000 and employed the most expert decora- 
tive artists in the world to arrange their ¢«x- 
Hibits. The display of the products mentioned 
was beautiful beyond description. sut the 
southern states, notably North and South\ Car- 
Olina leading, followed closely by Ldbtiana 
and Mississipp!l, showed everything that the 
great western states did in equal profusiun and 
quality, and. many things that those stttes 
could not produce. It was one of the gluritous 
Victories of peace and industry. 

It required but a short while to convince 
the shrewd investor Where his money would 
yield him the best returns, and a few years 
demonstrated that he had selected the south 
as the proper field for investment. 

While all this was going on South Cvrolina 
officially continued to advertise her attrac- 
ticns. Her department of agriculture publish- 
ed a hand book, prepared under the direction 
of one of her most accomplished sons, Major 
Harry Hammond, that required about three 
years for its careful preparation and cost 
something like $10,000. This book was widely 
distributed. Copies were placed at every 
United States embassy and consulate, and in 
the leading banking houses of the country, 
and in the Bank of England and other foreign 
business houses. This work was supplemented 
by hundreds of smaller pamphlets, advertising 
water powers, mineral lands, farming lands, 
and all the varied attractions that the soil and 
climate of the state offered capitalists and 
homeseekers. In all these publications stress 
was laid on the fact that the state exempted 
manufactures from taxation for ten years. 
While this exemption, as Mr. Gonzales shows, 
did not apparently induce the building of many 
factories, it had a wonderful effect in showing 
the disposition of the people toward enter- 
prises of this kind. The real development in 
cotton manufacturing began when her ewn 
sons showed their confidence in the business, 
Mr. Hickman, in Aiken county, Mr. Converse, 
of Spartanburg, Mr. Montgomery, of the sa‘ne 
county, and Mr. Hammett, of Greenville, the 
Pelzers and Smyths, of Charleston, all showed 
the profits in manufacturing cotton in South 
Carolina, and since th date outside capital 
has never been afraid of such enterprises in 
that state. 

In 1884, Mr. McClure, of Philadelphia, visit- 
ing the state, declared in his paper, The Phila- 
delphia Times, that ‘‘South Carolina is the 
richest state in the whole union without ex- 
ception, and nowhere else will so little labor 
accomplish so much.”’ This was published 
everywhere where it ‘“‘would do the most 
good,’’ and a number of substantial people 
outside the state

Canadian Trade Returns. 


Editor Constitution—To what extent has the 
Dominion of Canada built up a national com- 
merce? WILLIAM RAWLS. 


The official trade returns for the Dominion of 
Canada for the six months ending December 
31, 1899, as prepared by the’ customs depart- 
ment, shows an expansion all along the line 
Surpassing the hopes of the most sanguine. The 
opening six months of the fiscal year 1897-98 
showed increases far beyond anything in the 
history of Canadian trade, but even this ban- 
ner period falis far behind the six months 
which have just come to a close. Thus the 
total imports for the six months ending Ie- 
cember 31, 1899, amounted to $93,697,860, as 
compared with $78,961,335 for the correspond- 
ing period in the last fiscal year, an increase 
of $14,736,525. The exports for the six 
months increased from $98,902,983 in 1!897- 
98 to $109,793,755 in 1898-99; an increase of 
$10,890,772. The aggregate trade increased 
from $177,864,3!18 in the six months ending 
December 31, 1898, to $203,491,615 in the 
six months just ended, an increase of $25,627,- 
297. The duty collected increased from $1 2,- 
520,678 in the six months of 1898 to $14,- 
695,142 in the last six months of 1899, an in- 
crease of $2,174,464. That the increases kept 
up until the close of the period is shown by a 
comparison of the returns for the month of De-

Our Foreign Commerce. 
Editor Constitution—What are the latest fig- 
ures as to our foreign commerce? H. 
The foreign commerce of the United States 
grows faster than its population. ‘In 1869 the 
aggregate exports and imports of the country 
were $776,000,000, while its population was 
38,000,000. In 1!899 the total foreign com- 
merce passed the $2,000,000,000 line, while 
the population in that year was probably not 
above 73,000,000 or 74,000,000. The popu- 
lation did not quite double in the thirty years, 
while foreign trade very much more than doub- 
led. In {869 imports exceeded exports by 
$101,000,000, while in 1899 exports exceeded 
imports by $475,000,000.
